The Truman Administration asked 
Congress today to add four per- 
centage points in federal income 
tax rates, double the tax on gaso- 
line and sharply boost levies on 
cigarettes, automobiles, appliances 
and other items. 

The program calls for a jump 
of four percentage points in each 
bracket of individual income tax 
rates for both normal tax and sur- 
tax.

TILL DISTRIBUTION 


Joint Committee Steps 
Into Dispute Over Who 
Is to Enforce General 
Price Controls — Talks 
Scheduled. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (UP)— 
The National Production Author- 
ity today halted all sales of cattle 
hide and calfskin, the bulk of 
which is used for shoes—while it 
sets up a distribution program. 


At the same time it ordered 
leather cutters and tanners to 
process for military use up to 20 
per cent of their cattle hide 
“wholestock” which is used for 
shoe soles. The order exempts 
processors who make sole leather 
for shoe repair only. 


The Government previously had 
rolled back the price of hides. 

The NPA said it halted sales to 
prevent new stocks from being 
depleted before a_ distribution 
program covering military and 
civilian uses is established. All 
tanners and converters were asked 
to report by Feb. 20 on the num- 
ber of hides and skins they 
processed last year. 

Extent of Order. 

The order covered calf skins, 
kips and cattle hides. An NPA 
spokesman said from 85 to 90 per 
cent of the leather processed 
from these sources goes into shoes. 

The agency said the order will 
stay in effect until March 15 or 
earlier, pending establishment of 
the distribution program. 

The NPA said civilian supplies 
of shoes “should not be affected” 
by its order to cutters and tan- 
ners of sole leather because of 
substitutes and leather not needed 
by the military. 

Each sole-cutter is required to 
cut a specified number of mid- 
soles and innersoles to meet mili- 
tary requirements. NPA said this 
Was necessary to meet “increas- 
ingly heavy” military demand and 
to spread defense orders equitably 
among cutters. 

Enforcement Dispute. 

Meanwhile, the Senate-House 
“watch dog” Committee of Eco- 
nomic Mobilization today stepped 
into a top-level Government dis- 
pute over who is to enforce price 
controls. 

Chairman Maybank (Dem.), 
South Carolina, announced the 
group will try to settle the argu- 
ment by having Price Stabilizer 
Michael V. DiSalle and Attorney 
General Howard McGrath come 
before it Wednesday to talk over 
their differences. 

DiSalle has taken the position 
that enforcement of price ceilings 
should be handled by his Office 
of Price Stabilization. : McGrath 
contends it is the Justice Depart- 
ment’s job. The question is one 
of jurisdiction when there is to be 
formal prosecution of price regu- 
lation violators. 

No one disputes that DiSalle 
has the job of enlisting public 
support of price controls. To that 
end, he asked yesterday that 
mayors of all cities of over 10,000 
population set up volunteer com- 
mittees to encourage “general 
public knowledge and observance 
of regulations adopted in the in- 
terest of a sound national econ- 
omy.”

Snyder insisted that high taxes 
are needed now not only to bal- 
ance the budget and therefore 
“preserve confidence” in the dol- 
lar’s buying power but also to cut 
down on inflationary consumer 
buying power. 


Few if any members of Con- 
gress expressed doubt about the 
need for more revenue to pay for 
mounting defense costs.

Selective Service has prepared 
an order canceling draft defer- 
ments of childless husbands and 
other men with only one depend- 
ent, in the 19-through-25 age

Services Committee. 

He said it still must be signed 
by the President but that he is 
‘confident this will be done. 

Effect of the order, Hershey 
said, will be to let draft boards 
induct an estimated 170,000 non- 
veterans now deferred for de- 
pendency. If physical and mental 
standards are slightly lowered, as 
now planned, the total will be in- 
creased to 220,000, he said. 

Deferment for 3 Groups. 

All men with dependents now 
are deferred from the draft (ex- 
cept in some cases where they 
marry after being classified). 
This is by presidential order,

Each of the four detonations 
thus far—Jan. 27 and 28, Feb. 1 
and 2—caine at about 5:45 a.m., 
Pacific Standard Time. 

The fourth blast Friday was the 
most severe and broke a large 
plate glass store window in down- 
town Las Vegas. Residents re- 
ported other windows buckled 
and all but shattered from the 
concussion. With this in mind, 
the AEC issued the following 
statement: 

“As was demonstrated Friday, 
test explosions at our Indian 
Springs site create sound waves 
which can break windows in Las 
Vegas. The greatest risk is to 
large windows, and there is a 
lesser risk to smaller windows 
such as those in homes. Glass 
may fall inward or outward. Such 
broken glass can endanger per- 
sons in the line of fall. 

“Persons should avoid being. 
close to the inside or outside of 
windows immediately after our 
test detonations. We particularly 
caution those persons who see the 
initial flash not to crowd to the 
windows nor to stand near them 
on the outside. 

“Risks from breaking glass will 
be materially reduced if shades 
are drawn. The risk of window 
breakage may be reduced by such | 
methods as opening smaller win- | 
dows, sections of larger windows, | 
or doors to permit equalization of | 
air pressure, inside or outside the | 
structure.

Parks have been provided 
by either a few of the larger mu- 
nicipalities, such as St. Louis, 
East St. Louis or University City, 
which are primarily responsible 
for their own population and re- 
stricted to development within 
their own areas, or by state and 
federal agencies. 

“The latter are responsible for 
development of projects of state- 
wide or nation-wide interest and 
should not be expected to solve 
local recreation problems. In re- 
cent years St. Louis county has 
begun to acquire park areas. How- 
ever, these have primarily been 
areas obtained from the Federal 
Government and virtually no 
county funds have been expended 
to date. Nor has St. Louis county 
taken any action to provide the 
neighborhood parks -so_ badly 
needed by its expanding residen- 
tial areas.” 

Possibilities in Parks. 

Some word-picture painting is 
done by the report to show the 
attractive possibilities of the dis- 
trict. It says: 

“There are outstanding natural 
opportunities for park develop- 
ment in the bi-state district. The 
two major rivers, the Missouri 
and the Mississippi, are of great 
scenic interest; particularly dra- 
matic views are obtainable along 
the Mississippi above Alton. The 
Meramec valley and the wooded 
Ozark hills in the southwestern 
part of the disfrict are also of 
outstanding scenic interest.

“A dispropor- 
tionate amount of the reserva- 
tion area is in the extreme 
western part of the bi-state dis- 
trict.” 

The report notes that various 
plans and studies have been or 
are being made, looking towards 
establishment of more facilities. 
However, it makes it clear that 
these are limited to certain parts 
of the district or to certain spe- 
cial objectives. It gives a re- 
minder that the famous Cook 
County Forest Preserves, sur- 
rounding Chicago, are “the direct 
outcome of a plan prepared in 
1904.” 

Proposals of Agency. 

Recommendations of the report, 
for action by the Bi-State Agency, 
are: 

“Prepare an over-all park and 
recreation plan for the district, 
with full emphasis on the finan- 
cial aspects of carrying out the 
plan. 

“Encourage the formation of 
forest preserve districts, or a 
single district, in the [Illinois 
counties, and a park district for 
St. Louis and St. Louis county. 

“Encourage park development 
in municipalities. 

“Co-ordinate such local devel- 
opment with projects of a recrea- 
tional nature undertaken in the 
district by state and federal

RISING ‘GRASS ROOTS’

HONG KONG, Feb. 5—A “grass 
roots” guerrilla movement has 
sprung up in south and central 
China as a result of Communist 
oppression, according to Ameri- 
can official sources here. How 
many guerrillas there are nobody 
here knows, but one American of- 
ficial said the number runs into 
hundreds of thousands. 


This same source said that in 
the event of war with China the 
guerrilla movement would make 
the Communist Government “ex- 
tremely vulnerable.” The Com- 
munist high command has ac- 
knowledged the movement by 
placing its destruction high on 
the list of things to do in 1951. 

American sources say the anti- 
Communist movement is not un- 
der Chinese Nationalist control. 
They report it is a natural and 
spontaneous reaction against ex- 
cessive taxes and other condi- 
tions. 

Guerrilla activity follows a pat- 
tern of raids on villages when 
the tax collector comes around. 
The guerrillas return rice to the 
people and burn the tax receipts. 
Forced labor—for public works— 
and wholesale conscription for 
the steadily expanding Commu- 
‘nist army are other factors that 
account for popular discontent.

Assuming this question to be 
answered in Chiang’s favor, there 
can be little question that the 
Nationalist forces on Formosa are 
of considerable military value.

Others are being 
brought into more efficient con- 
dition as additional arms and 
equipment become available un- 
der current arrangements. The 
flow of arms and equipment 
could be speeded up if desired. 


The Nationalist forces represent 
a potential capability of invading 
the Chinese mainland at a se- 
lected point with perhaps 500,000 
troops: nét immediately, but with- 
in the foreseeable future. The se- 
lected point of invasion would 
naturally be one in which imme- 
diate contact could be made with 
guerrilla forces, where popular 
discontent with the Reds had 
reached a high level, and where 
there was a good seaport which

Medical societies complained because 
of the showing in a school of a film re- 
lating to chiropractic treatment of’ 
polio. The medical profession would 
bristle with indignation if the school 
-board were to refuse to permit the 
showing on school properties of films 
taken at the various polio clinics and 
hospitals. Yet such films would be just 
as much an advertisement of the medi- 
cal profession as the films objected to 
were of the chiropractic profession. 

The basic question is whether or not 
the public is willing to have the medi- 
cal profession assume the cloak of in- 
fallibility in all matters pertaining to 
human health, and silence any and all 
deviations from its edicts. 

JI, for one, am not willing to accept 
any such proposition. I have never had 
occasion to patronize a chiropractor, 
but I certainly reserve the right so to 
do. Neither do I consider the medical 
profession the final arbiter in matters 
pertaining to my family’s or my own 
health. 

The sad truth is that the public, by 
its often demonstrated lack of aware- 
ness, has permitted the medical profes- 
sion, through its associations, to assume 
a position of power and influence all 
out of proportion to its nature. The 
recent anti-trust proceedings concerning 
the A.M.A. should be a warning. 

If members of the medical profession 
would spend more time in. perfecting 
themselves, and less in fighting others 
who may believe that human welfare 
can be bettered by methods not recog- 
nized by the M.D.s, everyone would

Too High a Price 


A hope that everyone had for the weekend 
has been sorely disappointed. The railroad 
switchmen’'s strike is still on. Hours of nego- 
tiations seem to have produced nothing. Now 
the tieup is five days old. In that time have 
come layoffs and other consequences which will 
be passed on into the future with inevitable 
effects on the war and defense efforts. 

There is one good sign. Here and there 
switchmen in small groups have begun to return 
to work. But the number so far is not large 
and the paralysis generally continues. 

These few switchmen who have decided to 
get back on the job see this situation more 
clearly than those who continue to be “‘ill.” 

Many switchmen must remember what it was 
like in World War II when Americans were 
dying on the battlefield while strikes and walk- 
outs at times slowed down or halted the produc- 
tion and transportation needed to supply the 
fighting forces. For the switchmen had their 
quota in the front lines then. 

Every hour adds to the cost in the St. Louis 
area where our vast rail terminal makes smooth 
movement of passenger and freight trains so 
important. Already at least 15,000 workers have 
been laid off in the vicinity because of the 
stoppage of raw materials and the lack of cars 
for finished products. At Alton, the Owens- 
Illinois Glass Co. alone has given such notices 
to 3000 employes. 

Every such interference with freight move- 
ment by rail undoubtedly turns more manu- 
facturers and shippers to trucking on the high- 
ways. Thus, the switchmen are in a sense like 
the coal miners whose midwinter strikes have 
lost them many consumers to gas and oil heat. 

Loss of business to the truckers, however, is 
a concern primarily of the railroads, their em- 
ployes and their owners. What is at stake now 


- js the economic health of the country at a time 


when a vast productive program for the defense 
of democracy should be getting into high gear. 

The need, as everyone can see, is for an 
unparalleled extension of our industry, our 
agriculture, our transportation. By their work 
stoppage the switchmen carry the country in 
exactly the opposite direction. 

The Post-Dispatch would be the last to say that 
the switchmen do not have a right to seek an 
improvement in working conditions. Switchmen 
have been subjected to the same inflationary 
spiral which has hit other groups of workers. 
In a sense, this paralysis is one of the results 
of the Truman Administration’s failure to put 
the brakes on many months ago. 

Because this newspaper wanted the .switch- 
men’s case presented to its readers, we printed 
the statement of W. P. Kennedy, president of 
the Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, last 
Thursday in our Mirror of Public Opinion. 

But either a strike or an unauthorized walkout, 
which the union says this is, prejudices the case 
in the court of public opinion. It puts the 
switchmen under a cloud in official circles 
since the Government is in control of the rail- 
roads. It makes inevitable still more citations 
for contempt. 

If the machinery is inadequate for handling 
the switchmen’s case let the need be taken to 
Congress for immediate correction. We may as 
well accept the fact now that for a long time 
to come we cannot afford work stoppages and 
tieups of this kind.

A Ray of hese from Moscow 

Shades of Tom Pendergast, Boss Tweed and 
Big Bill Thompson! But it does look as if the 
Russians are human after all. The Judicial 
Collegium Supreme Court has just convicted 25 
of them of an ordinary, garden-variety swindle 
of the sort not unknown among debased capi- 
talistic politicians. 

The 25 swindlers, who have been given prison 
terms running as high as 25 years, ran phoney 


co-operative building projects, padded payrolls 


and pocketed public funds. They dealt with 
dummy characters who may have been distant 
relatives of Kansas City’s erstwhile ghost voters. 

Probably it is shameful on our part to greet 
such a scandalous business with even the 
slightest sign of glee. Naturally, we do not 
approve of it. And yet we find it somehow 
hopeful. If the Soviet Union has swindlers 
of an ilk which we can understand all too well, 
this may indicate that the Russians are not 
utterly lost after all. If they have human 
weaknesses, they may also have human virtues 
—for example, courage. 

One of these days, a Russian may get up 
and tell the people in the Kremlin how thor- 
oughly he disapproves of their political bully- 
ragging at home and abroad. 

Of course, for that he would get considerably 
more than 25 years. 


A Call for Sanity 


“We have failed miserably,” said Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson of Illinois, in the effort to protect 
ourselves against subversion while at the same 
time protecting our basic liberties. We have 
‘gone dangerously far toward thought control 
and the police state's method of rule through 
fear of anonymous informers, 

Gov. Stevenson elaborated these observations 
in commemorating the twentieth anniversary of 
the University of Chicago's radio Round Table. 
They were seconded by former Attorney Gen- 
eral Biddle, Professor Carr of Cornell and Pro- 
fessor Urey of Chicago. The various congres- 
sional investigating committees and administra- 
tive loyalty boards, as distinguished from police 
agencies such as the FBI, have not turned up a 
single spy or saboteur, it was emphasized. And 


Gov. Stevenson expressed the earnest hope that - 


the new Nimitz commission may be able to 
bring sanity to a situation “dangerously out of 
balance.” 

This grim survey brings back to mind Presi- 
dent Truman’s remark that the American people 
were going through a cycle of hysteria which 
would soon pass. But will it? One recalls a 
very similar phenomenon which struck Great 
Britain in the wake of the French Revolution. 
The men around George III were seized by panic 
and took one repressive measure after another. 
The notorious Two Acts of 1797 were adopted 
and followed by a whole series of anti-subversive 
laws, including the Gagging Acts of 1817 and 
the Six Acts of 1819. Freedom of speech, press 
and assembly were all dangerousy curtailed. The 
nineteenth century was nearing its mid-point 
before Englishmen breathed freely once more. 
Yet G. D. H. Cole, the English historian, says: 
“There is no evidence, if we except Ireland, that 
in these troublous years the British Government 
was ever faced with any real threat of revo- 
lution.” 

Britain regained her sanity largely because 
men like William Cobbett never ceased their 
against the suppression of ancient 
rights. Happily, the United States has many 
such men, including Gov. Stevenson. These men 
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are not unaware of the genuine dangers of the 
times. But they also know that unrestrained 
fear drives good men away from public office 
and that it destroys*the mutual faith which 
always has been the strength of the American 
people. They are outraged by such incidents 
as the “‘listing”’ of Pearl Buck and Marquis 
Childs. And they have the courage to call for 
a halt to such excesses. 


May they be heard and heeded more speedily 
than were their British predecessors. 
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The RFC Story ° 


More than a month ago President Truman 
was given an opportunity to avoid the blister- 
ing: report which has now been released about 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation. If he had 
listened to what Senate committee members had 
said then, he would not have to reconsider the 
sorry tale of favoritism and influence that they 
now tell. 

Senators Fulbright, Douglas and Tobey of 
the banking subcommittee urged the President 
to support a sweeping reorganization of the 
RFC. They wanted the huge lending agency 
to have a single administrator with an advisory 
board, in place of the present five-member 
board of directors. They pointed out that the 
Senate twice had failed to confirm Mr. Truman's 
board appointments and might never confirm 
them. 

Finally the subcommittee went ahead on its 
own.. Chairman Fulbright introduced a reor- 
ganization bill, and the Senators released their 
report of their long investigation. This report 
is strongly critical of three RFC board mem- 
bers. It charges that Mr. Truman’s top per- 
sonnel assistant, Donald Dawson, exerted influ- 
ence on RFC directors. Dawson now becomes 
a cousin in embarrassment to the Vaughans 
and Maragons. 

While the subcommittee found no evidence of 
bribery, some of the RFC loans are themselves 
evidence of mismanagement. In one_ short 
period the RFC directors approved $25,000,000 
in loans against advice of reviewing officers. 
Improper use of authority, the subcommittee 
says, created “institutional dry rot.” Certainly 
it has cost public confidence in the RFC. 


Maybe there is no way to keep influence 
peddlers away from agencies with money to 
spend or lend, but at least Congress and the 
people ought to know where to put the blame 
when their money is mishandled. Senator 
Fulbright found it difficult to fix responsibil- 
ity for loans within the RFC’s five-man board. 
In view of the record, the board should be 
replaced by a single administrator, a man 
of unquestioned integrity. 

President Truman apparently did not heed 
the Fulbright committee’s warnings a month 
ago. The story is out now and it is not a pretty 
one. It should compel reorganization of the 
RFC. | 


Onward and Upward as a Group 

A writer in the New Republic, recently arrived 
from China, says the Communists carry group 
activity so far that students appoint a delegate 
to take the examinations, and his mark becomes 
the mark of the group. 

There have been attempts to establish this 
sort of system under free enterprise, but they 
never got very far. The idea has vast possibili- 
ties. Imagine a block organization which desig- 
nated one citizen to go to the dentist for all its 
members. Or a neighborhood group whose in- 
come taxes were fixed by the taxes of one rep- 
resentative member. Or a league of shoplifters 
which designated one practitioner to handle all 
its relations with the police. 


Individualism, we see it all now, is anachron- 
istic and counter-revolutionary. 
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Tactical Air Power’s Role 

High on the list of military lessons driven 
home in the Korean war is that of tactical air 
power. Between the end of World War II and 
the fighting in Korea, the Air Force was subject 
to criticism because the strategic bombing school 
of thought overshadowed tactical air power so 
completely. 

Strategic bombing, ‘which consists of attacks 
by big bombers on a nation’s war potential such 
as factories, has had little to do in unindustrial- 
ized Korea. Tactical air power, devoted largely 
to disruption of supply lines and to close sup- 
port of troops, has had much more to do. As 
Hanson W. Baldwin, military analyst of the New 
York Times, cabled from Japan last November: 

Korea jolted the Air Force into recogni- 
tion of the fact that many of its own most 
brilliant offiters had long but futilely ad- 
vanced—that air power must mean not only 


big bombers and jet interceptors, but also 
planes for close support of ground troops. 


This article was supported by those of other 
correspondents. Many reported the superiority 
of Marine and Navy systems for close support 
of ground troops. Some told of a growing be- 
lief that the Army should have its own planes 
for supporting Army troops, just as it has them 
for directing artillery fire. 

But last week a Tokyo dispatch from a New 
York Times correspondent reported that the Air 
Force “is showing a growing wariness of the 
Army’s dependence on close air support.” He 
added that: ‘‘While the Air Force is proud over 
the support it has been able to grant, it is 
pointed out that the Air Force would be unable 
to carry on as extensively in.the case of hostili- 
ties against a nation with substantial air power.” 
The general tenor of the dispatch was that the 
Air Force felt there was too much emphasis on 
close air support for ground troops. 

Despite the rough Korean terrain that affords 
enemy troops protection and cover and makes 
the fighter planes’ task more difficult, the news 
has often told how close air support has helped 
United Nations troops. If U.N. troops should 
have to fight under conditions where enemy 
planes are thick in the sky, it is elementary to 
say that U.N. planes would have to make a 
major effort to protect U.N. forces from just 
such aerial attacks ‘as now harass enemy ground 
forces. 

British and United States planes knocked 
most of the German air force from the sky and 
at the same time gave close air support ta the 
armies invading Normandy. The Russian air 
force concentrated its major effort in World 
War II on close ground support and won credit 
for a prominent part in defeat of German troops 
and tanks. 

If war comes again in Europe, the flat terrain 
will favor tactical air power by leaving enemy 
ground forces more exposed to attack. So 
whether operating over rugged terrain such as 
Korea affords or over deserts, plains and fields, 
tactical air power seems assured of a prominent 
role in giving close support to U.N. ground 
forces.

Millions of expellees from Russian-dominated countries are poorly 
cared for in Western Reich: officials work miracles but their 
resources are inadequate; natives resent burden, while refugees 
press for return of old homes; they could follow a Fuehrer.

Does anyone still doubt that our West- 
ern civilization has reached an all-time 
inhuman, un-Christian, barbaric low? 


If so, let him go to Germany and spend 
two weeks, as I did last fall, in old military 
barracks, former concentration camps, 
dance halls, bomb shelters and dilapidated 
schools where German expellees and refu- 
gees from Russian-dominated countries are 
heaped one upon the other like so much 
excess humanity for whom nobody has any 
use. 

Most of the million and a half people 
who are stranded in this no man’s land 
have been there for three, four, even five 
vears. They live from four to 14 in a 
single room. 

Eight and a half million more have been 
forced upon the German families who have 
private homes. Two and three families 
live in closest proximity where one family 
lived before. 

If we add the two million bombed-out 
native Germans to this mass of outcasts, 
they represent about 12,000,000 people or 
a fourth of the total population who are in 
need of resettlement. Even in the villages 
and rural areas where some kindliness was 
felt when the expellees first arrived, there 
is now tension. 


Most of the Unemployed 


Germany's population density is now 196 
per square kilometer. That of France is 
75. 


These expellees account for most of 
Germany's 2,000,000 unemployed and live 
on a charity so meager that it is commonly 
described as too little to live on and too 
much to die. — 

The German population, forgetting its 
own brutalities in foreign lands, is in- 


censed at the brutality with which the © 


German nationalists were expelled from 
territories east of the Oder-Neisse line. 


“A conservative estimate of the number of ; 


expellees who perished during the exodus 
is 2,000,000,” says the official report of the 
Minister of Expellees and Refugees, Luk- 
ascheck. The millions who survived had 
to be clothed, however meagerly, and 
stowed away in mass housing or placed in 
any available German home. 


Still Flowing to West 


They arrived, moreover, in a war-rav- 
aged country which was in a state of 
collapse. The Germans were given no 
notice and no time to prepare for the re- 
settlement of the 10,000,000 refugees and 
expellees. Nevertheless such experienced 
administrators as Werner Middlelmann, as- 
sistant-to Minister Lukascheck, performed 
miracles in cleansing, clothing, feeding and 
rerouting these half-stunned victims of 
war’s aftermath. 

At present the refugees from Commu- 
nist-dominated territory are still flowing 
into Berlin and West Germany at an aver- 
age rate of 30,000 legal and 10.000 illegal 
immigrants per month. There are an esti- 
mated 120,000 illegal refugees in Berlin 


alone, many of them political suspects, 
criminals, and otherwise dubious charac- 
ters who complicate the whole refugee 
problem. 

It is generally agreed that Germany’s 
economy cannot absorb these unwanted 
strangers whether iegal or illegal. As the 
refugees begin to realize this more and 
more, the drive for the return of the lost 
territories beyond the Oder-Neisse is gain- 
ing momentum. 

A new political party, the Association 
of the Homeless—the terror of all native 
German politicians—is gaining strength. 
As these victims of Russian cruelty hate 
Communism, a rightist tendency is strong 
among them. German political leaders 
have good reason to fear the impact of 
such a movement, for a unified refugee 
movement would constitute the largest po- 
eee party as all the others are splin- 
tered. 


An Explosive Situation 


So far the patience of the expellees has 
been astonishing. The neatness, cleanli- 
ness, the pathetic attempts at decoration 
of the barrack rooms in which they have 
been vegetating, is a tribute to the charac- 
ter of these pédple. 

Their morale has been maintained be- 
cause the Ministry of Refugees is humane 
and efficient. The Federated Labor Unions 
have also done what they could to amelior- 
ate their lot. 

But the German people as a whole will 
not face the fact that crime begets crime. 
They have forgotten that this mass migra- 
tion of 10,000,000 Volksdeutsche has been 
forced upon them as a result of the far 
greater number of Poles, Russians and 
Czechs whom they sent to their death with 
callous indifference during the war. 

The situation is explosive. Yet neither 
the Allies nor the Bonn Government has 
found an over-all solution for this baffling 
problem. 


Who Will Accept Them? 


Because of the difference of population 
density between Germany and France, 
many idealists have suggested that the 
ancient hostility between the two countries 
could be erased, if a half million of the 
skilled German expellees with their fami- 
lies should be gradually transferred te 
France. 

American industrialists are beginning to 
ask why we should not. accept a quota of 
these highly skilled workers, now that they 
are beginning to feel a labor shortage. The 
farmers and foresters might be welcome 
in agricultural nations. 


But migration to any foreign country 
is rejected by the vast majority of ex- 
ssa These people hang on to life 

cause they are supported by the hope 
of an eventual return to their own homes 
and hearths. 

If ever that hope dies in their hearts, 
these people could become an easy prey 
to any new Fuehrer who promises them 
the impossible.

Between Book Ends 


Effective Nature Writing 
GUARDIAN HEART, by Elizabeth Yates. (Coward- 

McCann, Inc., 306 pgs., $3.) 

Elizabeth Yates has written a satisfac- 
tory novel of New England in “Guardian 
Heart,” but the story is generally too slim 
in characterization and too often replete 
with cliches to be a first-rate effort. 

The novel abounds with good writing 
about nature. Rich and exciting descrip- 
tions of winter stand out in their beauty 
and simplicity. Unfortunately, a stirring 
account of such a quietly moving thing as 
a family of squirrels starving in the snow 
will be followed a few pages later by some 
sentimental tripe of the “Darling, I can’t 
let you go. ... I'll come to you tomor- 
row. ... No, no, don’t come until you 
are sure” variety. The author is at her 
best in the first scene, at her worst in the 
second. 

Freely Simon. the heroine of “Guardian 
Heart,” grows up. a little too rapidly, late 
in the novel, after progressing slowly 
through childhood and adolescence in the 

first three-fourths of 
the book.

Users of any or all of the set will of 
course find values and pleasures to accord 
with their demands and expectations as 
students (at whom-the anthology is pri- 
marily aimed? or readers of unspecialized 
interests. 

The guiding principle of the editors 
(besides Professor Mack, Leonard Dean 
of the University of Connecticut and Wil- 
liam Frost of Wesleyan University) was 
threefold: to present writings primarily 
valuable as literary works of art; to ex- 
clude, almost entirely, writings in the less 
imaginative modes; and to use complete 
works whenever possible. Any cutting nec- 
essary has been done so as to preserve the 
artistic integrity of the whole piece. 
Novels, hard to condense or excerpt satis- 
factorily, have been omitted, the editors 
suggesting that separate reprints of such 
fiction be used to supplement the last 
three valumes of the set. 

Professor Frost edits Volume I, “The 
Age of Chaucer” (338 pgs., $1. 65), and 
Volume VI, “Romantic and Victorian ‘Poet- 
ry” (336 pgs., $1.65); Professor Mack, 
Volume IV, “Milton” ( 340 pgs., $1.65), and 
Volume V, “The Augustans” 343 pgs., 
$1.65); Professor Dean, Volume II, “Eliza- 
bethan Drama” (334 pgs., $1.65), and Vol- 
ume III, “Renaissance Poetry” (340 pgs.,

all have illuminating introductions, and all 
provide textual, bibliographical, biographi- 
cal, and critical notes. Durably bound, also, 
they should be proof against the use that 
their perdurable contents deserve.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (AP)—

Eccles, veteran board member

Sparks. 
Inquiry Promised. 


The five-man committee has 
promised to dig into parole con- 
ditions without fear or partiality. 

“The man in the street de- 
manded it. The people want to 
know the truth. There have been 
enough facts in the press to make 
them suspicious,” asserted State 
Senator Thomas Johnston of Mo- 
bile and Representative Larry 
Dumas of Birmingham, who intro- 
duced the legislation in a special 
session. 

Here are some of the events 
that led to the investigation: 

At least two convicts had full 
pardons waiting for them when 
they reported to prison. Two oth- 
ers went to jail and were soon 
pardoned. 

An admitted jewelry store hold- 
up man, described by Birmingham 
Police Commissioner Eugene Con- 
ner as Alabama's “kingpin of 
criminals,” was pardoned after 
serving less than two years of a 
15-year term. 

The board’s actions were de- 
scribed by Circuit Judge D. C. 
Halstead, in a charge to a grand 
jury, as “flagrant, outrageous, 
nauseating and repulsive.” He al- 
s0 quoted a woman as saying a 
$300 price was set by the board 
for releasing her husband from 
prison. 

Challenges Judge. 

Glen Vinson, one of the board 
members appointed by Folsom 
and who resigned at the end of 
the administration, challenged the 
judge to repeat his remarks with- 
out judicial immunity. Judge 
Halstead replied that he would be 
glad to tell the committee what 
he knows. 

Bill Drinkard, the other Folsom 
appointee to the three-man board, 
hasn’t commented publicly. 

But Folsom said he “can sleep 
the sound sleep of a clear con- 
science. All the politics in God’s 
creation cannot disturb his sound 
sleep.” 

Meanwhile, Persons has come 
about fulfilling a campaign prom- 
ise to abolish the lash in prisons 
and publicly burned 30 leather 
straps. 

He said he was doing away with 
the “last relic of brute force and 
barbarism” in the penal system.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (AP)— 
Gen. J. Lawton Collins, Army 
chief of staff, said today the first 
American troops flown into Ko- 
rea to meet the Communist inva- 
sion last June consisted of only 
two rifle companies and one mor- 
tar platoon, with four 105-milli- 
meter guns.

An amendment . ‘to the articles 
of incorporation of Emerson Elec- 
tric Manufacturing Co. that would 
have authorizec 100,000 shares of 
a new class of $50 cumulative 
preferred stock failed of adoption 
today when stockholders gave it 
less than the 75 per cent affirma- 
tive vote required by law. 

In announcing -failure of the 
amendment in a letter to the New 
York Stock Exchange, the com- 
pany said it had abandoned, at 
least temporarily, all plans for fi- 
nancing through sale of stock.

The amendment also would

ACCRA, Gold Coast, Africa,

An estimated 500,000 citizens 
will vote during the next four 
days. They will elect 38 members 
of an 84-man legislative assembly 
under the colony’s~new constitu- 
tion.

Hence signs such as red 
parrots, blue beetles, fish, cows 
and elephants were used to identi- 
fy candidates and parties on the 
ballots.

Vardaman Offers Challenge. 

Governor James K. Vardaman, 
a former St. Louisan and a one- 
time Truman intimate whose re- 
cent White House contacts have 
not been close. instantly chal- 
lenged his colleagues to deny 
that they had left the President 
believing they would support the 
Treasury program. They were in 
fact, he argued, obligated to do so 
in view of the emergency. * 

He reminded them that the 
statute specifically charged the 
Secretary of the Treasury with 
management of the public debt. 
The board by contrast, he went 
on, is “nebulously” charged. with 
maintenance of a stable market 
in government bonds and preser- 
vation of a sound economy.

1941, when, with 
Eccles as chairman, it issued a 
public statement assuring a stable 
market in government bonds and 
an adequate supply of funds for 
financing the war. 

Gov. Oliver S. Powell punctu- 
ated the stormy argument with a 
motion that the board should 
suspend its present actions and 
until furcher notice support the 
government bond market at pres- 
ent levels. 

Four Vote Aye. 

Four Governors voted aye: 
Powell, Vardaman, Norton and 
Evans. Chairman McCabe and 
Governors Eccles and M. S. 
Szymczak joined the five bankers, 
Allan Sproul, Clifford Stanley 
Young, John Newton Peyton, 
Robert Randle Gilbert and Joseph 
A. Erickson, to defeat the motion. 

Did President Truman take 
silence for consent?

Production at Postwar High. 

The entire problem of price 
and wage ‘stabilization is still con- 
fused and unsettled. Both the 
Office of Price Stabilization and 
the Wage _ Stabilization Board 
need manpower—staffs—to han- 
dle problems as they arise. Policy 
ultimately will be determined in 
case-by-case decisions, both in 
Washington and in the field. 
Thus, you might say that the 
tooling-up phase of economic 
stabilization is far less advanced 
than the tooling-up of war pro- 
duction. 

Industrial production has just 
pushed up to another postwar 
high, 20% ahead of a year ago. 
Steel production is running at 
the rate of 100,000,000 tons a 
year, and plants are expanding 
capacity so rapidly that the goal 
of 120.000,000 tons, expected in 
1954, may be achieved in 1952. 


And orders to machine tool 
companies have reached the high- 
est point since August 1942, 
which was in the early days of 
the get-ready stage for World War 
II. Unfilled machine tool orders 
on hand will take an average of 
12 months to fill, and in many 
cases some of these items, such 
as heavy presses, will require 18 
months and more to build. 


Meanwhile the big squeeze on 
civilian production is still to 
come. Auto output last month was 
estimated at 500,000, as high as 
December. The prediction of 
widespread unemployment in 
February and March, because of 
conversion to armament produc- 
tion, now appears overdrawn. But 
disemployment and industrial dis- 
ruption have resulted from the 
unexpected and organized illness 
of members of the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen.

A high level of logistic, naval 
and agr support from Allied 
sources would be required. This 
is the one operation of those 
herein listed which might involve 
a serious (if temporary) subtrac- 
tion from Allied military power 
in the North Atlantic theater. 


5. Bombing of Chinese railway 
system. This would be extremely 
effective from the military point 
of view, as it would prevent 
all large - scale movement of 
troops and goods within China 
except at the speed of marching 
foot soldiers on bad roads. The 
Chinese railway network is con- 
trolled by perhaps a dozen key 
junction points. If these could be 
kept under constant interdiction, 
movement of trains would be re- 
duced to a very low level as 
measured in ton-miies. 


6. Bombing of radio stations. 
This would disrupt Red propa- 
ganda and hamper the Red gov- 
ernment in its principal means of 
communication with rest of China. 
These two bombing operations 
(railways and radio) could be car- 
ried out with medium bombers 
operating from Japan, Okinawa, 
Formosa and the Philippines. No 
significant reduction of Allied air 
strength in Europe would be in- 
volved. If properly prepared pro- 
paganda-wise, and _ co-ordinated 
with the guerrilla campaign, these 
bombing operations need not in- 
volve serious casualties to the 
Chinese civilian population, which 
certainly ought to be avoided. Na- 
turally no A-bombs would be used 
or needed. 

It should be clear from the 
foregoing that there are a num- 
ber of steps which can be taken 
if sanctions against Red China 
are decided upon by any signifi- 
cant number of western powers 
including the United States. It 
should also be clear that before 
the first step is taken there 
should be a central directing 
agency to co-ordinate the whole 
effort, military and economic, un- 
der the executive direction of a 
capable officer who understands 
the probiem. The name of Lt. 
Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer, USA, 
comes readily to mind, but there 
are others. 

The ultimate purpose of all 
sanctions undertaken against the 
Peiping regime should be to bring 
the government of Communist 
China to terms, or alternately to 
make it impossible for the Com- 
munists to govern China. The re- 
lieving of pressures on Korea, 
Indochina, Tibet and Hong Kong 
would be _ incidental to _ this 
process, but would be very useful 
by-products.

Then he may take th quiz home to test his parents, 
too, so he thus becomes a Sunday school teacher in his 
own domicile! 

A Sunday school teacher or her pupils certainly can 
gain access to a typewriter during the week, and type off 
enough copies of such an objective quiz to meet the needs 
of the entire class.

The New Films

ERTAINLY there was enough material in the 37 years of 
Lord Byron’s life to fill several movies, so the English 
producers of “THE BAD LORD BYRON,” at the SHADY 
OAK THEATER, have fallen back on hitting the high spots 
by means of flashbacks and a sort of cosmic 
trial at which it is to be determined whether 
the poet is to be remembered in histmy as 
a cad or a hero. The audience is left to be 

the judge. 

I think the verdict of most jurors will lie 
somewhere in between, but embracing both 
ends. As Byron, Dennis Price gives a pol- 

ished, meticulous performance which seems to follow the 
published estimates of the author or “Childe Harold” and 
“Don Juan.” His Byron is brilliant, arrogant, elegant, neu- 
rotie, selfish, moody, unpredictable, romantic in the grand 
manner. The episodes touch on the most famous of his love 


affairs, those with the tempestuous Lady Caroline Lamb (Joan 


Greenwood) and Countess Teresa Guiccioli (Mai Zetterling) 
in Venice, his marriage and coldly contemptuous treatment 
of his wife (Sonia Holm) and his demoniac conduct at the 
time of the birth of their child, his affection for his under- 
standing half-sister, Augusta Leigh (Linden Travers) and his 
wife’s accusation of them. His dissipatiens, extravagance and 
libertinism are touched on. 

. The other side of Byron is also given fair value—his ten- 
derness, his romantic and rather aristocratically aloof cham- 
pionship of liberty, first in the House of Lords, then in the 
comic opera revolt of the Italians against the Austrians, and 
his death while planning to lead a contingent against the 
Turks in the Greek fight for independence. 

The film is done with style and suavity, and, in spite of 
a certain jerkiness due to the flashback technique, maintains 
a high interest most of the way: I am afraid the Venetian 
episode slows down to a rather draggy pace at the end, but 
not enough to offset the work’s many good pointe.

HE searching eyes of Serge 

Koussevitzky measure you 
: ruthlessly; if he doesn’t like 
you, no conversation; if he does, 
volumes. He is quick to show 
affection, quicker to show scorn 
—especially bitter for those con- 
ductors who conform to tradition 
. . . “never daring to try the 
music of today!” 

In Paris before the war, he 
crossed the path of such a timid 
soul at the Opera. “At intermis- 
sion,” he related, “I received a 
note from the conductor: ‘Please 
come to see me after the per- 
formance.’ Of course, I went 
back to see him. He said to me 
—‘You are an interpreter of Si- 
belius ...I must ask yeur ad- 
vice. I have to conduct at a Si- 
belius Festival. What symphony 
should I play?’ 

“I asked him, ‘What symphony 
of Sibelius do you know?’ He in- 
formed me that he knew none. I 
told him that if he wanted to 
make a big success at the Festival 
then to play the Second Syme 
phony, but, if he wanted to play 
Sibelius’ GREATEST symphony, 
then to play the Seventh. 

“And what do you think he 
played?” Koussevitzky threw his 
arms into the air to express his 
disgust before he answered his 
own question: “The man wanted 
only to be a success ... so of 
course he played the Second!” 

Koussevitzky, now conducting 
the Israel Philharmonic Sym- 
phony on a tour of America, 
says: “I never break a baton. 
When the musicians make a mis- 
take, the baton is not to blame.” 

(Koussevitzky will conduct the 
Israel Symphony Orchestra in its 
St. Louis appearance in_ the 
Opera House of Kiel Auditorium 
Wednesday night. The orchestra 
will also perform at the auditor- 
ium Thursday night, with Leon- 
ard Bernstein conducting.) 

Koussevitzky has always want- 
ed to be a conductor—as a child, 
he would line up rows of empty 
chairs in the parlor of his home, 
and place an open score on the 
music stand. Entering the room 
stiffly, he would bow to the empty 
seats majestically, tap his stick 
sharply on the stand, and give 
his imaginary orchestra the sig- 
nal to begin. Suddenly, he would 
start to gesture wildly, and would 
sing the parts of the score at the 
top of his voice. He says: 

“And today, still, everything is 
part of my style of conducting. I 
use my hands. Ising. I dance...” 

And once, to needle the morale

of his orchestra, Koussevitsky

‘AM writing a second column on

to India because I am getting 
many letters stressing our obliga- 
tion to answer a humanitarian ap- 
peal. 

I notice that one columnist 
blames the State Department for 
asking for this shipment at the 
present time. He feels it should 
be granted, but that Congress, 
quite understandably, is not feel- 
ing particularly kindly toward In- 


..-dia in view of her unwillingness 


to pronounce China an aggressor, 
and therefore the request should 
be made at a more opportune 
time. 

It must not be overlooked, how- 
ever, that this is the first official 
Government request for aid that 
has been made by India. Prime 
Minister Nehru, when he was 


. here, stated the need for grain to 


Secretary Acheson; but this time 
it has come through their Am- 
bassador and from the Govern- 
ment officially, and it was Mrs. 
Pandit who gave out a news re- 
lease on the request. Since our 
State Department was in favor of 
granting the request, it could do 
no less than to ask Congress im- 
mediately to pass on it. 
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I THINK we must consider that 
our legislators are able to see be- 
yond the temporary annoyance of 
some of their constituents who 
are probably writing them that 
there is no reasor for giving aid 
and sustenance to anyone who 
votes against you in the U.N. This 
would be a short-sighted view to 
take and would give all the other 
‘peoples of Asia the impression 
that we were not really interested 
in the well-being of people, but 
only in giving where we could ob- 
tain returns. Those returns would 
be political or economic. By re- 
fusing wheat to India now we will 
strengthen the belief in Asia that 
our real interest is an imperial 
policy of control and that our hu- 
manitarian protestations are hol- 
low words. 

People might ask whether the 
food India needs is not available 
nearby. The floods in the Pun- 
jab in the summer of 1950, how- 
ever, have seriously impaired 
Pakistan’s available food supply. 
She may even have to import 
food for her’own population. The 
present situation in India in fact 
is not caused by lack of effort on 
the part of her government to 
improve agricultural methods, but 
to a series of natural calamities. 
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IN THE EARLY PART of 1950 
India was successful in cutting 
down on imports of food. But 
the Assam earthquake, unprece- 
dented floods in some parts of 
the country and terrific drouth 
in other parts, followed by a visi- 
tation of locusts, have completely 
disrupted the food situation, so 
that she must now import 6,000,- 
000 tons of food in 1951 to keep 
up the low ration of nine ounces 
per person per day—which is 
only 900 calories. 

India has made plans to buy 
4,000,000 tons during 1951, some 
of it from the United States and 
Canada. She will have to pay 
for what she buys here in dollars 
during 1951, if she can buy this 
wheat at the international wheat 
agreement price. She will not 
have enough dollars to pay for 
the additional 2,000,000 tons 
which she must have, and that is 
‘why the State Department has 
backed her appeal to the United 
States for these 2,000,000 tons. 

We must remember that the 
struggle against Communism can 
not be won my military strength 
alone, and this is one of the op- 
portunities where we can make 
an appeal to the hearts and minds 
of men which will strengthen de- 
mocracy.

Take Care of Yoursetf 
Facts on Thyroid Gland

HE thyroid gland is one of the 

most generally misunderstood 

organs of the body. It is 
blamed and given credit for many 
diseases with which it actually 
has nothing to do. 

For instance, most cases of 
overweight are blamed on a lazy 
thyroid. Many fat people assure 
their doctors that if they could 
just have thyroid tablets, their 
fat would melt away. It sometimes 
requires a lot of talk by the doc- 
tor to convince his patient that 
only about one out of a thousand 
fat people have any thyroid de- 
fect. In groups of people proved 
to have thyroid deficiency, there 
are just as many thin ones as fat 
ones. 

Some tired people blame their 
lack of energy on lack of thyroid 
secretion. Although they have 
none of the other symptoms and 
signs which are present when the 
thyroid isn’t working right, they 
think that a few magic thyroid 
pills will banish all their tired- 
ness. 

That their tired feelings may 
arisé from chronic anxiety, from 
frustrating situations, or some or- 
ganic disease other than the 
thyroid has not occurred to them. 
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IN SOME STUBBORN cases of 
this kind, after the doctor has de- 
cided that the tiredness is on a 
psychological basis, he may give 
his patient some tablets. She re- 
turns the next week feeling much 
better. After a few weeks of this, 
the doctor feels safe in breaking 
the news that the tablet contained 
no thyroid. Only then can some 
patients realize the real basis for 


Some people are convinced that 
their thyroid isn’t functioning 
right after they overhear a basal 
metabolism report. They do not 
realize, as their doctor does, that 
single BMR figures can be very 
misleading. The basal metabolic 
rate test must be considered only 
in relation to other tests, as well 
as the history of the case and 
physical examination. 

As a matter of fact, there are 
two tests for thyroid function re- 
cently developed which are much 
more reliable than the BMR. 

i a 

DOCTORS NOW KNOW a great 
deal more about endocrine dis- 
eases than they used to. The thy- 
roid is an endocrine gland, as 
are adrenals, the pituitary, and 
several others. Of all the endo- 
crine organs, the thyroid is p& 
haps the simplest and its dis- 
eases are best understood by doc- 
tors. Despite this, many lay peo- 
ple falsely hold the thyroid sole- 
ly responsible for their illnesses. 

Fortunately, real wunder-activ- 
ity of the thyroid can be treated 
by giving its extract. Thyroid 
over-activity can be treated with 
certain drugs which neutralize its 
secretion. Surgery is still fre- 
quently necessary in goiter and 
some hyperthyroidism. 

Although thyroid secretion is 
very important to the body by reg- 
ulating the speed of metabolism 
and stimulating certain processes, 
obesity and tiredness and other 
illnesses may not involve this or- 
gan in any way. Thyroid extract 
is a potent material which must 
be used carefully, under a doc- 
tor’s supervision, and only when 
it is really needed.

Hackdrivers” from both the 
quality of the men and a first 
lieutenant named Walter Teasley 
who had been in charge before 
Truman took command. It was 
composed of Kansas City boys, a 
high percentage of whom were 
Irish Catholics. The suggestion 
has grown across the years that 
they were the tough Irish of sec- 
tion-hand, hack-driver, and rough- 
neighborhood status. Actually, 
from the point of view of disci- 
pline they may have been tougher 
than that. A good many of them 
were college boys with more in- 
telligence than docility. 

The battery certainly had a 
bad name for lack of discipline. 
Indeed, by the time Truman took 
command it was pretty clear that 
it took a lively pride in its mus- 
tang reputation. It had been too 
much for three captains who pre- 
ceded Truman to command. It 
figured that it could have more 
fun with a bespectacled fourth. 

“I always tried to do every job 
I got better than anybody had 
ever done it before,” Truman 


_ once said of his captaincy of Bat- 


tery D. 

“When I first took command of 
the battery I called all the ser- 
geants and corporals together. I 
told them I knew they had been 
making trouble for the previous 
commanders. I said, ‘I didn’t 
come over here to get along with 
you. You've got to get along 
with me. And if there are any 
of you who can’t, speak up right 
now and I'll bust you right back 
now.’ ” 

In terms of both his jaw and 
the gray eyes through those 
glasses, it was apparent that he 
meant it. 

“We got along,” Truman said. 

The final test did not come, 
however, until that event which, 
not in the records but in the 
recollections of the 129th, is 
known as the Battle of Who Run.

Harry Truman tells the story 
vividly. 

“It was a serious thing when it 
happened,” he said.

Herrenberg forests in the Vosges 
mountains.

“I got on a horse to see what 
was going on.

While 
we were working to release them 
the Germans fired very close to 
us and this sergeant hollered, 
‘Run, bhoys,.they got a bracket on

Years later Truman’s mouth 
hardened as he recalled _ that 
moment. 

“I got up and called them 
everything I knew.” It was, by 
that time, quite a lot. His shouts

“Pretty soon they came sneak- 
ing back,” Truman said.

It was a battery of high morale, 
swearing by its captain, which got 
the news of the Armistice in its 
position on a rocky hillside just 
east of Verdun.

Indeed, 
considering its combat record it 
was a lucky war for D Battery. 
Not a man in it was afterwards 
listed by the regimental historian 
as having been “killed in action.” 
though the deaths of four in 
France and one on the ship com- 
ing home were listed as deaths 
in line of duty. In addition to 
them only two men were listed 
as wounded in action. 

Slow as it seemed in France, 
American disbandment moved 
faster than after any earlier great 
war. By Feb. 15, 1919, men mus- 
tered out totaled 1,246218 as 
compared with the 604,806 Union 
soldiers released during exactly 
the same interval after Appomat- 
tox. By January 1920, the Army 
was down to a peacetime low of 
130,000 men. The men coming 
out had plently of problems of 
their own. A few remembered 
the problem of peace, but not 
enough. Senator James A. Reed, 
who had_ helped kill Wilson’s 


peace, was re-elected by Missouri 


after the war though not with 
Harry Truman’s consent. 

“I never liked Reed,” he said 
later. “I hated his guts after the 
way he treated Wilson. I sup- 
ported him the first two times 
he ran, but the third time I was 
against him.” , 

He added with a wry pride: 
“He was opposed to me every 
time I ran for anything.”

In the post-mortem that natur- 
ally followed, West took his part- 
ner to task for “putting him un- 
der pressure,” pointing out that 
with four almost sure winners 
against spades, and with the club 
honors to boot, East certainly 
should have doubled the three- 
spade call instead of passing it 
around for West’s decision. West

planned to help families that are 
given public assistance to use the 
food allowance intelligently, it is 
a matter that interests all of us 
today. 

Complete meals for a week 
were shown and they did look 
good enough to eat. Naturally, 
steaks and other expensive meats 
were absent from the menus, and 
they seldom appear on the ma- 
jority of tables nowadays. Care- 
ful planning was necessary by 
the nutrition staff to make the 
allowance of $18.50 for a family 
of four cover the weekly meals. 
With two children in the family, 
14 quarts of fresh milk, seven 
and a half cans of evaporated 
milk were allowed, supplemented 
by a half pound of cheese. 

Six and a half pounds of meat 
and one and a half pounds of fish 
were estimated at $4.28, one and 
two-thirds dozen eggs cost $1.03. 
The protein allowance was sup- 
plemented by two-thirds pound 
of dried beans, priced at 10 cents. 

For vegetables, including pota- 
toes, winter vegetables, fresh 
green leafy vegetables and canned 
products, the estimated price was 
$2.40. Fruits, including fresh 
citrus, canned grapefruit juice, 
apples, bananas and dried fruits 
came to $2.15. The remaining 
amount of money took care of 
bread and crackers, cereals and 
flour, fats and oils, sugar and 
sweets, coffee, tea, cocoa and 
seasoning. 

As you can tell by the costs, 
shopping was done at the less 
expensive markets. Your first 
comment mav be that it can not 
be done with this amount of 
money, but the food was actually 
purchased and made up into 
dishes that were satisfying and 
attractive in appearance.

First, be sure to have a small 
sash brush for the job. One-half 
inch or so is about right. Next, 
don’t fall for that line that it's 
easier to remove the paint from 
the glass than it is to keep it. off. 
It isn’t. There are two tried and 
true ways to keep the paint off 
the glass. One is to have a little 
flat piece of tin handy which you 
hold against the glass as you 
paint.

The other method is to cover 
the edges of the glass with strips 
of masking tape. When. the sash 
has been painted and the paint 
dry, these strips are pulled off 
and there is the glass nice and 
clean. If, just by accident, you 
do get paint on the glass, wipe it 
off with a cloth dampened in 
turpentine immediately. |
